Florio calls on President, 
Congress to confront health 
care crisis 


TRENTON—Calling healthcare 
one of the most important issues 
facing the 1990’s, Governor Jim 
Florio has sent a letter to President 
George Bush and the New Jersey 
Congressional delegation urging 
them to take action to confront the 
nation’s health care crisis. 

“thereis probably.no issues that. 
ties together. the economic: -well- 
being of our nation and the physical 
well-being of our people like health 
care,” Governor Florio said. “I urge 
you to take action for the good of the 
American people.” 

In his letter, Governor Florio 
recounted the results of the Novem- 
ber 5 election, in which one of the 
ballot questions polled New 
Jerseyans on the question of whether 
or not there should be a national 
health care policy. The resolution 
passed by a resounding vote of al- 
most 4-to-1. 

“Health care costs are out of 
control. In supporting this measure, 
the people of New Jersey have sent 
a loud and clear message to Wash-
